5. (Withdrawn) The breathabie fastening system of claim 1 wherein the projections 
are hooks and the hook containing smface area is from 20 to 70 em^. 

6. (Withdrawn) The breathable fastening sy stem of claim 1 wherein the projections 
and hooks and hook density is at least 50 hooks/cm^. 

7. (Withdrawn) The breathable fastening system of claim 6 wherein the hook 
density is from 70 to 300 hooks/cm". 

8. (Withdrawn) fhe breathable fastening system of claim 1 wherein the projections 
are hooks and the hook density is less than 100 hooks/cm". 
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9, ( Withdfawii) The breathable fastening system of claim 8 wherein the hook 
density is less than SO hoofcs/em^. 

10. ((;!urrejit!y amended) An absorbent garment comprising a breathable body 
engaging portion, the garment having an inner face and a breathable outer face where the outer 
face has a fibrous surface over at least a portion of the outer face and attached to a portion of the 
garment is a breathable hook patch engagable with the outer face fibrous surface comprising a 
breathable hook fastener ha^'ing. a porous oontiniKHis film backing ha\ iiig a upper surface and a 
lower surfece with a nruhiplicity of individual spaced hook elements, each of which hook 
elements project from the upper surface of the porous continuous film backing where each hook 
element has a stem portion which stem portions are each individually and directly attached at 
one end to the porous continuous film backing s uch that the porous film backing extends 
between all tlie stem portions individually and directh attached t o the porous Fdm backing, 
providing a hook fastener which is brea thab le in tlie a r eas between all the stem portions 
ind ividually and directly attached to the porous fil m backing , and wherein the hook fastener 
poro\ts continuous film backing has a thickness of from 25 to 200 |im.

hook fastener is from 25 to 200 fim, and the hook containing surface area of the backing is ai 

least 10 em", the backing has a porosity of from 0.0001 to 0.005 cm"* and a stiffness of from 10 to 
2000 Gurley stMhess units. 

12. (Qriginal) An absorbent gaiinent of claim 10 wherein the hook .fastener has a 
stif?hess of from 10 to 200 Gurley stiffness umts. 

13 (Ojigiuai) An absorbcnl gdnncnt of claim 1 1 wherein tlu- backing thickness is 
from 50 to 1 50 microns and the stiffness is from 10 lo 200 Gurley stiffness units. 
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14 (Original) An absorbent gannent of claim 1 1 wherein the hook cofilai rting surface 
area is from 20 to 70 cm^ 

1 5. (Original) An absort>ent garment of claim 1 1 wherein the hook density is at least 

50 hooks/cm''. 

\ 6. (Origitial) An absorfeent garment of claim 1 1 wherein the hook density is from 70 
to 300 hook&'cm^. 

17. (Original) An absorbent garment of claim 10 wherein the hook density is les.s 
than 100 hooks/em^ 

1 8- (Original) An absorbent garment of elaim 1 0 wherein the hook density is less 
than 50 hooks/em'^. 

1 9. (Withdrawn) A seli-engaging wrap having a first face and a second face, the wxap 
comprising a breathable fibrous loop engagabie to a breathable hook fastener comprising a 
breathable body engaging portion, the \vrap having an inner face aitd an outer face where the 
outer face has a fibrous surface over at least a portion of the outer fece and attached to a portion 
of the wrap a breathable hook fastener engagabie with the outer face fibrous surface the 
breathable hook fastener having a film backing and integral iM>ok eleraents wherein tlie backing 
thickness of the hook i^astener is li-om 25 to 200 ^tm, 

20. (\\ ithdra^^n) The soU-engaging wrap of claim 19 wherein the backing thickness 
of ihe hook fastener is from 25 to 200 }.im and the hook containing surface area of the backing is 

ai least 10 cm"^ and the backing has a porosity of from 0.0001 to 0.005 cm"^ and a stiffness of 
from 10to2000 Gurley stiffness vmits.
